$40,000,000. Albert Hjorth of this 
eity proposes to utilize the varitaion 
of the level between the Mediterran­ 
ean and the Dead Sea and by means 
of a tunnel for water, to provide 
electric power to be used for pump­ 
ing stations, irrigation and general 
purposes. 
Mr. Hjorth proposes to dig a tun­ 
nel 37 miles long, from the Mediter­ 
ranean to the Dead Sea, passing un­ 
der Jerusalem. This tunnel would 
carry water from the M ed iterran ean 
to the western slopes of the lower 
end of the Jordan Valley. Thence 
the water would pass through pip** 
down to the Dead Sea where a pov£ 
er plant would transform the water 
power into electricity, to be distrib­ 
uted as light and power -through 
the country. This power would be 
used to drive a pumping station, at 
the southern end of the Sea

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3 —A reso­ 
lution requesting President Wilson 
to sever diplomatic relations with 
Mexico 
was 
introduced 
today

Fall, republican, of New 
Mexico, and member of the senate* 
committee charged with investigating 
the Mexican situation. Explaining his 
resolution which also requested the 
President to withdraw all recogni­ 
tion with Carranza.

The war debt of the Ottoman Em- 
rips lo said by saperts to hate in- 
crelied less than that of any other 
nation. 
Her bonded 
indebtedness 
was increased by only one new loan 
of about $80,000,000, and, adding to 
this other Increases in obligations 
such as home military requisition* i 


and advances from Austria and Oer- 
m&ny. her war expenses ran to only 
HOO.OOO,OOO. 
Consequently, blow ­ 
ing for various offsets, her postwar 
indebtedness amounts to about SI 
000.300.000. 
’ 
This would make it appear that 
Turkey 
’ran the war on 
a 
shoe 
string, 
financially, as compared to 
Great Britain with her $40,000,000,- 
000 war debt, or France with $30,- 
i u 02U,00° ’ and the United States 
with $25,000,000,000 and Italy with 
possibly 
$15,000,000,000. 
It will 
be recalled that on paper the Otto- 
aUI!1 Kmpire mobilised nearly 4,000- 
000 men. yet she escaped with some­ 
thing like the war expenses of a 
country like little Rumania or Bul­ 
garia. 
The record of the Turkish war 
indebtedness is unique. 
The Empire 
met war costs by requisitions and 
bv printing in Germany 155.000,000 
Turkish paper pounds, or normally 
about $680,000,000 but this, accord­ 
ing to the experts, cannot be con­ 
sidered a government liability. 
It is not a financial burden as it 
bears no interest, and also the pro­ 
per administrative body of the Peace 
Conference can at will have it can- 
.celled. 
Turkey's paper money, it is claim­ 
ed. has not depreciated as much as 
that of her Allies. 
Counterfeiters 
do nor seem to have operated hers 
extensively due. to the lack of Bol 
shevism and good printin g presses 
In Mesopotamia Turkish paper mon 
ey is refused since the British oc­ 
cupation, which the Turks do not 
consider fair since the imper money 
was issued for the whole of the 
Ottoman Empire which made war 
as a whole 
The amount of Turkey’s war re­ 
paration is yet to be determined.

Mr. Luther Harrfion, 
Ada, Oklahoma. 
Dear Sir:— 
o,ILf.sl Ffid*y We Bent telegrams to 
all the chairmen of the west side, 
asking how many units of ten men 
they would furnish lo mine coal, 
more especially the strip mines. 
We are getting many responses 
and many of the western counties 
are offering from fifty to two hun­ 
dred and fifty men to the county 
ih e need and necessity of the west 
side is so much greater than that 
of the east side, which has consider­ 
able timber. 
The plan is to organize units of 


ten men, selecting one of their num­ 
ber as a lieutenant to have charge 
of the unit, then organizing Into 
companies of five units, selecting 
one of their number as a captain, 
who will have more or less super- 
' *sion at the mines over these men 
The governor and the state council! 
of defense ar© not interested in! 
assisting the operators or helping to 1 
break the strike. We are interested 
in getting coal to relieve and pre­ 
vent suffering. 
Will your county furnish as many 
as fifty to one hundred men? I will 
be very glad to have a prompt 
answer, which will enable us to be 
getting coal by the latter part of 
the week. 
The plan is first, to distribute 
a reasonable amount of this coal 
to the people. Necessarily, we will 
have to keep the railroads running,! 
or we could not transport the coal.1 
I will ask you to call upon your 
citizens, public utilities, etc., to re­ 
duce the use of fuel to the lowest 
minimum.

held up robbed and nearly ruined; 
and the only reason I am dinging to 
life is to see what is coming oft

EL PASO, Tex., Dec. 2.— Fighting 
like madmen to avenge the death of 
Felipe Angeles, 1,000 soldiers under 
command of Francisco Villa, fell 
upon the Eighteenth regiment of the 
federal army. 676 men, at Rancho 
Espejo, twenty one miles north of 
Santa Rosalia, Chihuahua, Thursday 
morning, November 25, at 6 o’clock, 
exactly twenty-four hours after the 
Chapulttepec officer had been shot 
down by a firing squad in Chihuahua 
City and massacred all but two mem­ 
bers of the regiment. 
Such was the word brought to 
El Paso by Dr. L. M. Gomez of this 
city and Los Angeles, an American 
citizen who fought eighteen months 
as an aviator with the American 
army in France. Following the ar­ 
rest of Angeles, Gomez, in behalf of 
his friends on this side of the line, 
went to Chihuahua to intercede for 
him. He was with him all night and 
up to 6:55 o'clock when Angeles 
was executed, and also attended his 
funeral.
